2. Origami Opportunities Fund III Offshore Master, L.P., a limited 
partnership under the laws of the Cayman Islands, having its registered office at Maples 
Corporate Services Limited, PO Box 309, Ugland House, Grand Cayman, KYI -1104, 
Cayman Islands and principal office at 191 North Wacker Drive, Suite 2350, Chicago, 
Illinois, IL 60606, United States of America, registered with the Registrar of 
Companies Cayman Islands under number MC-74349, 

here represented by Mrs Karine MASTINU, lawyer, residing professionally in L- 
1325 Luxembourg, 3, rue de la Chapelle (Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg), by virtue of a 
proxy given under private seal to her which will remain annexed with this deed, 
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hereinafter referred to as: the "Subscriber 2". 

Such appearing person(s), in the capacity in which they(he) act(s), have(has) 
requested the notary to state as follows the articles of incorporation of a private limited 
liability company: 

Article 1. Formation 

There is formed a private limited liability company (“the Company ”) organized 
under the laws of the Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg (“the Laws”) and by the present 
articles of association (“the Articles”). 

Article 2. Name 

The Company will exist under the name of “Origami Opportunities S.a r.l.”. 

Article 3. Registered office 

The Company will have its registered office in the City of Luxembourg. 

The registered office may be transferred to any other place within the City of 
Luxembourg or to any other city in the Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg by a resolution of 
the sole manager or in case of plurality of managers by the Management College which 
will proceed to the amendment of the Articles accordingly. 

Branches or other offices may be established either in the Grand-Duchy of 
Luxembourg or abroad by resolution of the sole manager or as the case may be by the 
Management College. 

Article 4. Object 

The object of the Company is the holding of participations, in any form 
whatsoever, in Luxembourg companies and foreign companies and all other fonns of 
investments, the acquisition by purchase, subscription, or in any other manner as well as 
the transfer by sale, exchange or otherwise of stock, bonds, debentures, notes and other 
securities of any kind, as well as the management, control and development of such 
participations. 

The Company may participate in the establishment and development of any 
financial, industrial or commercial enterprises in Luxembourg and abroad and may 
render them every assistance whether by way of loans, guarantees or otherwise. 

The Company may enter into the following transactions: 

- to conclude and / or to get facilities in any form, and to proceed to the issuance of 
bonds and debentures within the limits authorized by the Laws; 

- to advance, lend, deposit funds and/ or grant facility to its subsidiaries and/ or to 
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companies in which the Company has direct or indirect interest, even not substantial, 
and / or to companies belonging at the same group of companies than the Company (“ the 
Affiliated Company ( iesf ’) ; 

For the purpose of this article, a company is considered as belonging at the same 
group of companies than the Company whether this company, directly or indirectly, 
holds, controls, is controlled by or is under common control with the Company, as 
ultimate holder, trustee, guardian or other fiduciary agent. 

A company shall be considered as controlling another company whether it holds, 
directly or indirectly, the whole or a substantial part of the whole share capital of the 
company or it has the disposal of the authority to run or to orient the management and 
the politics of the other company by way of the detention of shares enabling to exert the 
right of vote by agreements or otherwise. 

- to grant any guarantee, or other form of security-interest, whether by personal covenant 
or by pledge, mortgage or any other form of charge upon all or part of the Company’s 
property assets (presents or futures), or by these two methods cumulatively, for the 
execution of any agreement or obligation of the Company and/or its Affiliated 
Companies and to render any assistance to the Affiliated Companies within the limits 
authorized by the Laws, being understood that the Company shall not enter into any 
transaction which could cause it to be engaged in any activity that would be considered 
as a banking activity. 

The Company may carry out any other securities, financial, industrial or 
commercial activity, directly or indirectly connected with its objects and maintain a 
commercial establishment open to the public. 

The Company may moreover establish branches abroad and may, through such 
branches, carry out any financial, industrial or commercial activity, directly or indirectly 
connected with the corporate object of the Company provided that no offers relating to 
such activity are made and that no measures with respect to the promotion or exercise of 
such activity are carried out on the territory of the Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg. 

The Company may conduct all real estate transactions, such as buying, selling, 
development and management of real estate. 

The Company may proceed to the acquisition, the worldwide exploitation, the 
disposal by sale, exchange or in any other manners, the granting by means of licensing 
or by any other legally admissible means of all intellectual property and industrial rights 
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(including but not limited to manufacturer and trademark rights, patents, copyrights and 
related rights, industrial designs and models, plans, secret fonnulas or processes, 
domain names and software) as well as the use or the right to use industrial, commercial 
or scientific equipment and the adoption of any appropriate measure in order to protect 
these rights. 

The Company may in general take any controlling and supervisory measures and 
carry out any operation which it may deem useful in the accomplishment and 
development of its purposes. 

Article 5. Duration 

The Company is formed for an unlimited period of time. 

Article 6. Share capital 

6.1. Subscribed share capital 

The share capital of the Company is fixed at one million Canadian Dollars (CAD 
1,000,000.-) represented by one million (1,000,000) shares fully paid in with a nominal 
value of one Canadian Dollar (CAD 1.-) each and such rights and obligations as set out 
in the Articles, and divided into ten (10) classes of shares as follows: 

- 15,000 class A shares (the “ Class A Shares ”); 

- 1 10,000 class B shares (the “ Class B Shares ”); 

- 1 10,000 class C shares (the “ Class C Shares ”); 

- 1 10,000 class D shares (the “ Class D Shares ”); 

- 1 10,000 class E shares (the “ Class E Shares ”); 

- 1 10,000 class F shares (the “Class F Shares”)', 

- 1 10,000 class G shares (the “ Class G Shares”)', 

- 1 10,000 class H shares (the “Class H Shares”)', 

- 1 10,000 class I shares (the “Class I Shares”)', 

- 105,000 class J shares (the “Class J Shares”). 

Without prejudice to other designations used in the Articles, the Class A Shares to 
Class J Shares are together referred to as the “Classes of Shares” and each a “Class of 
Shares ”; and the shares of any Class of Shares are together referred to as the “Shares” 
and each a “Share”. 

The share capital may be changed at any time by a resolution of the shareholder(s) 
deliberating in the manner provided for amendments to the Articles. 

6.2. Redemption of own shares 
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The Company can proceed to the repurchase of its own Shares by decisions of the 
sole manager, or as the case may be by the Management College, under the conditions 
foreseen by law. 

The share capital of the Company may be reduced through the cancellation of one 
or more Shares including by the cancellation of one or more entire Classes of Shares 
through the repurchase by the Company and subsequent cancellation of all the Shares in 
issue in such Class(es). In case of repurchases and cancellations of Classes of Shares, 
such repurchases and cancellations of Classes of Shares shall be made in the reverse 
alphabetical order of the Classes of Shares (starting with Class J Shares) provided 
however that the Company may not at any time redeem and cancel the Class A Shares. 

In the event of a reduction of share capital through the repurchase and the 
cancellation of a Class of Shares, such Class of Shares gives right to the holders thereof 
pro rata to their holding in such Class of Shares to the Available Amount (with the 
limitation however to the Total Cancellation Amount as detennined by the sole 
manager, or as the case may be by the Management College) and the holders of the 
repurchased and cancelled Class of Shares shall receive from the Company an amount 
equal to the Cancellation Value Per Share for each Share of the relevant Class of Shares 
held by them and cancelled. 

The Cancellation Value Per Share shall be calculated by dividing the Total 
Cancellation Amount by the number of Shares in issue in the Class of Shares to be 
repurchased and cancelled. 

The Total Cancellation Amount shall be an amount detennined by the sole 
manager, or as the case may be, by the Management College and approved by the 
general meeting of shareholders on the basis of the relevant Interim Accounts. The Total 
Cancellation Amount of each Classes shall be the Available Amount of the relevant 
Class at the time of the cancellation of the relevant Class, unless otherwise resolved by 
the general meeting of shareholders in the manner provided for an amendment of the 
Articles provided however that the Total Cancellation Amount shall never be higher 
than such Available Amount. 

Upon the repurchase and cancellation of the Shares of the relevant Class of 
Shares, the Cancellation Value Per Share shall become due and payable by the 
Company. 

6.3. Redeemable shares 
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Without prejudice to the possibility of redemption of its own shares by decision of 
the sole manager or, as the case may be, by the Management College, the share capital 
may consist in all or part of redeemable shares under conditions and modalities as 
determined by the Law. 

The redemption cannot result, however, in the nominal value, or as the case may 
be, the aggregate accounting par value of the shares held by persons other than the 
Company, becoming less than the minimum share capital foreseen by the Laws. The 
redeemed shares may be cancelled and the share capital reduced upon a decision of the 
sole manager or, as the case may be, the Management College. 

Article 7. Share premium and assimilated premiums 

In addition to the share capital, a share premium account to which shall be 
transferred any premium paid on any share or class of shares in addition to its nominal 
value as well as assimilated premiums accounts to the extent permitted by the Laws may 
be set up. 

Where a share premium is provided for, the amount thereof must be paid up in 

full. 

Amongst the assimilated premiums, the sole manager or as the case may be the 
Management College is authorized to collect the contributions in net equity not 
remunerated by shares from the existing shareholder(s) of the Company (“ Capital 
Contribution ”). 

The allocation of the share premium and assimilated premiums accounts may, 
inter alia, be used to provide for the payment of any shares which the Company may 
repurchase from its shareholder(s), to offset any net realised losses or to make 
distributions to the shareholder(s) or to allocate funds to the Legal Reserve. 

Article 8. Ownership of shares 

If there are several owners of a Share, the Company shall be entitled to suspend 
the exercise of the rights attached to that Share, with the exception of the right to 
infonnation provided for in Article 73 of the law of August 10, 1915 on commercial 
companies as amended (the “ LSC ’), until one person is designated as being, vis-a-vis 
the Company, the sole owner of the Share. 

Article 9. Fonn of shares 

The Shares of the Company are and will continue to be exclusively issued in 
registered form. 
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A register of shareholders shall be kept at the registered office of the Company. 

Such register shall set forth the name of each shareholder, its residence, the 
number of Shares held by him, the amounts paid in on each such Share, the transfer of 
Shares and the date of such transfers. 

Article 10. Transfer of shares 

10.1. Inter vivos 

In case of a single shareholder, the Shares held by the single shareholder are freely 
transferable. 

In case of plurality of shareholders, the Shares may not be transferred to non- 
shareholders unless shareholders representing at least half of the Shares shall have 
agreed thereto in a general meeting in accordance with Article 193 LSC. The same rule 
applies where : 

- a usufruct should be created on Shares ; or 

- the bare-ownership or usufruct on Shares should be transferred. 

A proposed transfer must be notified to the Company. 

Where the Company refuses to consent to the transfer, the shareholders may, 
within a delay of three months of such refusal, acquire or cause them to be acquired at a 
price detennined provided for in paragraph (10.3), unless the transferor abandons the 
proposed transfer of his Shares. The costs of the expert’s report shall be borne by the 
Company. Upon request of the sole manager or, as the case may be, the Management 
College, this period may be extended by the Judge presiding the chamber of the 
Tribunal d’Arrondissement dealing with commercial matters and sitting as in urgency 
matters, without the extension being able to exceed 6 months. 

The Company may within the same period of time also decide, with the consent of 
the transferring shareholder, to reduce its capital by the amount of the nominal value of 
such transferring shareholder’s Shares and to redeem such Shares at the price 
determined in the conditions provided for in paragraph (10.3). Payment tenns of up to 
two years may upon justification, be granted to the Company by a Court decision. The 
amounts due shall bear interest at the legal rate in commercial matters. 

If, after expiry of the delay granted, none of the solutions foreseen in paragraphs 4 
and 5 above has been reached, the shareholder may carry out the initially proposed 
transfer. 

10.2 By reason of death

The full or bare ownership of Shares may not be transmitted by reason of death to 
non-shareholders without the approval of shareholders representing at least half of the 
shares owned by the survivors. 

No approval shall be required where the Shares are transferred either to heirs 
compulsorily entitled to a portion of the estate, or to the surviving spouse or, to the other 
legal heirs. 

Heirs or beneficiary of last will provisions or contractual instruments affecting the 
estate who have not been approved and who have not found a transferee fulfilling the 
requisite conditions may cause the Company to be prematurely dissolved, three months 
after giving formal notice on the sole manager or, as the case may be, the Management 
College by process-server and notified to the shareholders by registered mail. 

However, during said period of three months, the Shares of the deceased may be 
acquired either by the shareholders, subject to the requirements of the last paragraph of 
Article 199 LSC, or by a third party approved by them, or by the Company itself. 

The repurchase price of the Shares shall be calculated on the basis of the average 
balance sheet for the last three years and, if the Company has not been operating for 
three financial years, on the basis of the balance sheet of the last year or of the last two 
years. 

If no profit has been distributed, or if no agreement is reached as to the application 
of the basis for repurchase referred to in the foregoing paragraph, the price shall, in the 
event of disagreement, be detennined by courts. 

The exercise of rights attached to the Shares of the deceased shall be suspended 
until the transfer of such rights has become valid vis-a-vis the Company. 

10.3. For the purpose of article 10.1. paragraphs 4 and 5 above, the transfer price 
or redemption price shall correspond to the fair market value of the Shares as 
determined in good faith by the Management College. In the event of disagreement 
between the parties as to the transfer price, it shall be detennined by the Judge presiding 
the chamber of the Tribunal d’Arrondissement dealing with commercial matters and 
sitting as in urgency matters. The value of the Shares shall be determined as at the date 
of notification of the transfer in case of transfer inter-vivos and as at the day of death in 
the event of a transmission by reason of death. 

Article 11. Incapacity, insolvency, bankruptcy of the shareholder(s) 

The Company shall not be dissolved by reason of the death, suspension of civil 
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rights, insolvency or bankruptcy of the single shareholder or of one of the shareholders. 

Article 12. Management 

The Company shall be managed by one or several managers who need not be 
shareholders themselves, and who may receive a salary or not. 

The manager(s) shall be appointed by the shareholder s), who will determine their 
number and the duration of their mandate, respectively they are eligible for re- 
appointment and may be removed at any time, with or without cause, by a resolution of 
the shareholder s). 

The shareholder(s) may decide to qualify the appointed managers as class A 
Manager and class B Manager. In such case the Management College shall consist of 
one or more class A Managers and/or one or more class B Managers provided that at 
least fifty percent (50%) of the number of Management College members need to be 
resident in the Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg or need to have their registered office in 
the Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg . 

Class B Managers need to be resident in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg or to 
have their registered office in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg. 

If several managers are appointed, they shall form a management college (“the 
Management College”). 

Article 13. Power of the manager(s) 

The sole manager or as the case may be the Management College is vested with 
the broadest powers to perform all acts necessary or useful for accomplishing the 
Company's object. 

All powers not expressly reserved by the Laws or by the Articles to the general 
meeting of shareholder(s) fall within the competence of the sole manager or as the case 
may be the Management College. 

The sole manager or, as the case may be, the Management College may delegate 
its powers to conduct the daily management and affairs of the Company and the 
representation of the Company for such daily management and affairs, to one or more 
manager(s), officer(s) or other agent(s), shareholder or not, acting individually or jointly, 
under such tenns and with such powers as the sole manager or as the case may be the 
Management College shall detennine. 

Article 14. Representation 

The Company will be bound towards third parties by the individual signature of 
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the sole manager or by the joint signatures of any two managers if more than one 
manager has been appointed. 

However, if the shareholder(s) have qualified the managers as class A Manager 
and class B Manager, the Company shall only be bound towards third parties by the 
joint signatures of one class A Manager and one class B Manager. 

The Company will also be bound toward third parties, as regards the daily 
management, by the person(s) to whom such daily management has been delegated, 
even if such acts performed exceed the corporate object, unless the Company proves 
that such third party had knowledge thereof or could not, in view of the circumstances, 
have been ignored, without the mere publication of the Articles being sufficient to 
constitute such proof. 

The Company will further be bound towards third parties by the joint signatures or 
sole signature of any person(s) to whom special power has been delegated by the sole 
manager or, as the case may be, the Management College, but only within the limits of 
such special power. 

Article 15. Meetings of the Management College 

In case a Management College is fonned, the board may appoint from among its 
members a chairman and a secretary who need not be a manager himself responsible for 
keeping the minutes of the meetings of the Management College. 

The Management College shall meet upon call by the chairman or by any two (2) 
of its members, at the place and at the time indicated in the notice of meeting. 

No such notice is required if all members of the Management College are present 
or represented and if they state to have full knowledge of the agenda of the meeting. 

Notice of a meeting may also be waived by a manager, either before or after a 
meeting, whether in original, by fax or e-mail. 

Separate written notices are not required for meetings that are held at times and 
places indicated in a schedule previously adopted by the Management College. 

The chainnan shall preside at all meetings of the Management College, except that 
in his absence the Management College may appoint another member of the 
Management College as chainnan pro tempore by majority vote of the managers present 
or represented at such meeting. 

Any manager may act at any meeting of the Management College by appointing in 
writing, transmitted by any means of communication allowing for the transmission of a 
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written text, another manager as his proxy. 

Any member of the Management College may represent one or more other 
members of the Management College. 

One or more managers may participate in a meeting by visioconference or any 
other similar means of communication enabling their identification and ensuring an 
effective participation in the meeting of the Management College, whose deliberations 
shall be online without interruption. 

Such participation shall be deemed equivalent to a physical presence at the 
meeting. This meeting held at a distance by way of such communication means shall be 
deemed to have taken place at the registered office of the Company. 

In addition, a written decision, signed by all the managers, is proper and valid as 
though it had been adopted at a meeting of the Management College which was duly 
convened and held. This decision is deemed to be adopted at the registered office of the 
Company. 

Such a decision may be documented in a single document or in several separate 
documents having the same content and each of them signed by one or several 
managers. 

A quorum of the Management College shall be the presence or representation of at 
least half (1/2) of the managers holding office. 

However, if the shareholder(s) have qualified the managers as class A Manager 
and class B Manager, the quorum of the Management College shall be the presence or 
representation of at least half (1/2) of the class A Managers and the class B Managers. 

Decisions will be taken by a majority of the votes of the managers present or 
represented at such meeting. 

Article 16. Management fees and expenses 

Subject to approval by the shareholder(s), the manager(s) may receive a 
management fee in respect of the carrying out of their management of the Company and 
be reimbursed for all other expenses whatsoever incurred by the manager(s) in relation 
with such management of the Company or the pursuit of the Company's corporate 
object. 

Article 17. Conflicts of interest 

Any manager of the Company having a direct or indirect financial interest 
conflicting with that of the Company in any transaction of the Company related to an 
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operation within the responsibilities of the Management College, such manager shall 
advise to the other manager(s) such personal interest. He may not take part in these 
deliberations. 

In case of a sole manager it suffices that the transactions between the Company 
and its manager, who has such an opposing interest, be recorded in writing. 

At the next following general meeting, before any other resolution is put to vote, a 
special report shall be made on any transactions in which any of the managers may have 
had an interest conflicting with that of the Company. 

Where, due to a conflict of interest, the number of managers statutorily required in 
order to deliberate and vote on the relevant matter is not reached, the Management 
College may decide to defer the decision on that matter to the general meeting of 
shareholders. 

The persons entrusted to the day-to-day management are subject to the provisions 
of this article by analogy. If there is only one delegate faced to a situation of conflict of 
interest, the decision will be taken by the Management College. 

The foregoing paragraphs do not apply if (i) the relevant transaction is entered into 
under fair market conditions and (ii) falls within the ordinary course of business of the 
Company. 

No contract or other transaction between the Company and any other company or 
firm shall be affected or invalidated by the mere fact that any one or more of the 
managers or any officer of the Company has a personal interest in, or is a manager, 
associate, member, shareholder, officer or employee of such other company or firm. 

Article 18. Obligation of confidentiality 

The managers, as well as any person invited to attend the meeting of the 
Management College, shall be under a duty, even after they have ceased to hold office, 
not to divulge any information which they have concerning the Company, the disclosure 
of which might be prejudicial to the Company’s interests, except where such disclosure 
is required or allowed by a legal or regulatory provision applicable to private limited 
liability companies or is in the public interest. 

Article 19. Liability of the manager's ) / of the persons entrusted with the day-to- 
day management 

The manager or, as the case may be, the Management College’ members, the 
persons entrusted with the day-to-day management assume, by reason of his/their 
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position, no personal liability in relation to any commitment validly made in the name of 
the Company. 

The managers shall be liable in accordance with Article 59 LSC. 

The liability of persons entrusted with day-to-day management for such 
management shall be governed by the general rules on mandates. 

Article 20. Auditor(s) 

Except where according to the Laws the financial statements must be audited by 
an independent auditor, the business of the Company and its financial situation may be 
reviewed by one or more auditors who need not be shareholder(s) themselves. 

The approved independent auditor(s) and the auditor(s) (if any), shall be appointed 
by the shareholder(s), who shall determine their number and the duration of their 
mandate, respectively they are eligible for re-appointment and may be removed at any 
time, with or without cause, by a resolution of the shareholder(s), save in such cases 
where the independent auditor may, as a matter of the Laws, only be removed for 
serious cause. 

Article 21. Shareholder! s) 

The shareholder! s) shall have such powers as are vested with them pursuant to the 
Laws and the Articles. 

The single shareholder carries out the powers bestowed on the general meeting of 
shareholders. 

Article 22. Annual general meeting 

In case the Company is composed of more than sixty (60) shareholders, the annual 
general meeting of shareholders shall be held at such date and hour as may be specified 
in the notice of meeting at the registered office of the Company or at such other place as 
specified in the notice of meeting. 

The general meeting must be held within six months from the end of the financial 

year. 

Article 23. General meetings 

Resolutions of the shareholder(s) are passed in a general meeting held at the 
registered office of the Company or at such other place in the Grand-Duchy of 
Luxembourg upon issuance of a convening notice in compliance with the Laws and the 
Articles, by the sole manager or as the case may be by the Management College, 
subsidiarily, by the auditor(s) (if any) or, more subsidiarily, by shareholder(s) 
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representing more than half (1/2) of the share capital. 

If all the shareholders are present or represented at a general meeting and if they 
state that they have been duly infonned of the agenda of the meeting, the meeting may 
be held without prior notice. 

All shareholders are entitled to attend and speak at any general meeting. 

Each shareholder shall have a number of votes equal to the number of shares held 
by him. 

The sole manager or, as the case may be, the Management College may suspend 
the voting rights of each shareholder in default of his obligations under these Articles, 
his deed of subscription or deed of commitment. 

Each shareholder, in his personal capacity, may undertake not to exercise all or 
part of his voting rights for a period of time or indefinitively. Such an undertaking binds 
the waiving shareholder and will bind the Company upon notification thereof to it. 

If a Share is encumbered with a usufruct, the voting right shall be with the bare- 
owner, except for decisions regarding the allocation of profits where it is reserved to the 
usufructuary in accordance with Article 1852 bis of the Civil Code. 

The exercise of voting rights may be the subject of agreements among the 
shareholders. 

A shareholder may act at any general meeting by appointing in writing, 
transmitted by any means of communication allowing for the transmission of a written 
text, another person who need not be a shareholder himself, as a proxy holder. 

In addition, if the Company is composed of several shareholders, but no more than 
sixty (60) shareholders, resolutions of the shareholders may be passed in writing, except 
decisions related to the amendment of the Articles which require the holding of a 
general meeting 

Written resolutions may be documented in a single document or in several 
separate documents having the same content and each of them signed by one or several 
shareholders. 

One or more shareholders may participate in a general meeting by visioconference 
or any other similar means of communication enabling their identification. Such means 
shall satisfy technical characterics which ensure an effective participation in the meeting 
whose deliberations shall be online without interruption. Such participation shall be 
deemed equivalent to a physical presence at the meeting. However, when using these 
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means of communication, at least one shareholder or his proxy will need to be 
physically in attendance at the registered office of the Company during this general 
meeting. 

Each shareholder may cast its vote by mail by means of a voting fonns provided 
by the Company and containing imperatively the following items : place, date and time, 
agenda of the meeting as well as the proposals submitted to the shareholders containing 
the possibility to vote for or against or to abstain at a resolution. Forms which would not 
contain these items related to the possibility to vote for, against or to abstain at a 
resolution are null and void. 

For the purpose of the calculation of the quorum, only fonns received by the 
Company 48 hours prior to the date of the shareholders meeting will be taken into 
consideration. 

At any general meeting other than a general meeting convened for the purpose of 
amending the Articles or voting on resolutions whose adoption is subject to the majority 
requirement of an amendment to the Articles, resolutions shall be adopted by 
shareholders representing more than half (1/2) of the capital. 

If such majority is not reached at the first meeting, the shareholders shall be 
convened a second time and resolutions shall be adopted, irrespective of the number of 
shares represented, by a simple majority of votes cast, each share entitling to one vote.

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of interim dividend exceed the amount of the dividend subsequently decided upon by 
the shareholders, they shall, to the extent of the overpayment, be deemed to have been 
paid on account of the next dividend. 

If a share is encumbered with a usufruct, the usufructuary shall be entitled to the 
profit which the Company decides to distribute. 

The share premium and assimilated premiums accounts may be distributed to the 
shareholders upon a decision of a general meeting of shareholders in accordance with 
the provisions set forth above.

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La Societe peut proceder a 1’ acquisition, 1’ exploitation mondiale, l’alienation par 
vente, echange ou toute autre maniere, la concession par le biais de licence ou par toute 
autre moyen legalement admissible de tous droits de propriete intellectuelle et 
industrielle (y compris mais sans limitation les marques de fabrique et de commerce, 
brevets, droits d’ auteur et droits voisins, dessins et modeles industriels, plans, fonnules 
ou precedes secrets, noms de domaine et les logiciels) ainsi que l’usage ou la concession 
de l’usage d’un equipement industriel, commercial ou scientifique et prendre toutes 
mesures utiles a la protection de ces droits. 

La Societe peut, d'une fa9on generate, prendre toutes mesures de controle et de 
surveillance et faire toutes operations qu'elle jugera utiles a raccomplissement ou au 
developpement de son objet. 

Article 5. Puree 

La Societe est constitute pour une duree illimitee. 

Article 6. Capital social 
6.1. Capital social souscrit 

Le capital social de la Societe est de un million de dollars canadien (CAD 
1.000.000,-) represente par un million (1.000.000) de parts sociales entierement liberees 
d’une valeur nominale de un dollar canadien (CAD 1,-) chacune et les droits et 
obligations fixes par les Statuts, et reparties en dix (10) Classes de Parts Sociales, de la 
maniere suivante: 

- 15.000 parts sociales de classe A (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe A”); 

- 1 10.000 parts sociales de classe B (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe B”); 

- 1 10.000 parts sociales de classe C (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe C”); 

- 1 10.000 parts sociales de classe D (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe D”); 

- 1 10.000 parts sociales de classe E (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe E”); 

- 1 10.000 parts sociales de classe F (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe F”); 

- 1 10.000 parts sociales de classe G (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe G”); 

- 1 10.000 parts sociales de classe H (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe //”); 

- 1 10.000 parts sociales de classe I (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe /”); 

- 105.000 parts sociales de classe J (les “ Parts Sociales de Classe J”). 

Sans prejudice d'autres designations utilisees dans les Statuts, les Parts Sociales de 
Classes A a J seront definies ci-apres les “ Classes de Parts Sociales ” et 
individuellement une “ Classe de Parts Sociales et ensemble toutes les parts sociales 
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des Classes de Parts Sociales seront definies les “ Parts Sociales ” et individuellement 
une “ Part Sociale”. 

Le capital social de la Societe peut etre augmente ou reduit par decision de 
l'assemblee des associes de la Societe statuant coniine en matiere de modification des 
Statuts. 

6.2. Rachat departs sociales propres 

La Societe peut proceder au rachat de ses propres Parts Sociales par decisions du 
gerant unique ou le cas echeant du College de Gerance dans les conditions prevues par 
la loi. 

Le capital social de la Societe peut etre reduit par l'annulation d'une ou plusieurs 
Parts Sociales, voire d'une ou plusieurs Classes de Parts Sociales par le rachat par la 
Societe et l’annulation subsequente de toutes les Parts Sociales emises dans la (les) 
Classe(s) de Parts Sociales concernee(s). En cas de rachats et d’annulations de Classe(s) 
de Parts Sociales, de tels rachats et annulations de Classe(s) de Parts Sociales devront 
etre realises dans l'ordre alphabetique inverse des Classes de Parts Sociales (en 
commcncant par la classe J) a condition toutefois que la Societe ne puisse pas, a tout 
moment, racheter et annuler les Parts Sociales de Categorie A. 

Dans les cas d’un rachat et d’une annulation d’une Classe de Parts Sociales en vue 
de proceder a une reduction de capital social, les detenteurs de Parts Sociales de la ou 
des classes(s) rachetees et annulees concemees auront droit au Montant Disponible au 
prorata du nombre de Parts Sociales qu’ils detiennent dans la Classe de Parts Sociales 
rachetees et annulees (dans la limite cependant du Montant d’ Annulation Total tel que 
determine par le gerant unique ou le cas echeant le College de Gerance) et les detenteurs 
de Parts Sociales de la Classe de Parts Sociales rachetee recevront de la Societe un 
montant egal a la Valeur d’Annulation par Part Sociale pour chaque Part Sociale dans la 
Classe ou les Classes concernees detenue(s) par eux et annulee. 

La Valeur d’ Annulation par Part Sociale sera calculee en divisant le Montant Total 
d’Annulation par le nombre de Parts Sociales emises dans la Classe de Parts Sociales a 
racheter ou annuler. 

Le Montant Total d’ Annulation sera le montant determine par le gerant unique ou 
le cas echeant le College de Gerance et approuve par l’assemblee generale des associes 
sur la base des Comptes Interimaires afferents. Le Montant Total d’Annulation pour 
chacune des Classes sera egal au Montant Disponible de la Classe concernee au moment 
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de l’annulation de cette Classe de Parts Sociales, a moins qu'il n'en soit decide 
autrement par l'assemblee generate des associes statuant coniine en matiere de 
modification des Statuts, etant entendu que le Montant Total d’Annulation ne pourra 
jamais etre superieur a ce Montant Disponible. 

Une fois les Parts Sociales de la ou des Classes de Parts Sociales concernees 
rachetees et annulees, la Valeur d’Annulation par Part Sociale devient due et payable par 
la Societe. 

6.3. Parts sociales rachetables 

Sans prejudice de la possibility de rachat de ses propres Parts Sociales par decision 
du gerant unique ou le cas echeant du College de Gerance, le capital social peut etre 
compose en tout ou partie de parts sociales rachetables dans les conditions et les 
modalites determinees par la Loi. 

Ce rachat ne pourra cependant pas avoir pour effet d’amener la valeur nominale 
ou selon le cas, le pair comptable agrege des parts detenues par des personnes autres que 
la societe en dessous du capital social minimum prevu par les Lois. Les parts sociales 
ainsi rachetees pourront sur decision du gerant unique ou le cas echeant du College de 
Gerance etre annulees et le capital reduit d’autant. 

Article 7. Prime d’emission et primes assimilees 

En outre du capital social, un compte prime Remission dans lequel seront 
transferees toutes les primes payees sur les Parts Sociales ou Classe de Parts en plus de 
la valeur nominale ainsi que des comptes primes assimilees dans la mesure permise par 
les Lois peuvent etre etablis. 

Lorsqu’une prime d’emission est prevue, son montant doit etre integralement 

verse. 

Parmi les comptes primes assimilees, le gerant unique ou le cas echeant le College 
de Gerance est autorise a recueillir les apports en capitaux propres non remuneres par 
des titres des associe(s) existants de la Societe (“ Capital Contribution'). 

L’affectation des comptes prime d’emission et primes assimilees peut etre utilisee, 
entre autre, pour regler le prix des parts sociales que la Societe a rachetees a ses 
associe(s), pour compenser toute perte nette realisee, pour des distributions au(x) 
associe(s) ou pour affecter des fonds a la Reserve Legale. 

Article 8. Propriety de Parts Sociales 

S’il y a plusieurs proprietaries d’une Part Sociale, la Societe aura le droit de 
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suspendre l'exercice des droits y afferents, a l’exclusion du droit a 1’ in formation prevu 
par l’article 73 de la loi du 10 aout 1915 sur les societes commerciales telle que 
modifiee (la « LSC »), jusqu'a ce qu’une seule personne ait ete designee coniine etant, a 
son egard, proprietaire de la Part Sociale. 

Article 9. Fonne des parts sociales 

Les Parts Sociales de la Societe sont et continueront a etre exclusivement emises 
sous forme nominative. 

Un registre des associes sera tenu au siege social de la Societe. 

Ledit registre enoncera le nom de chaque associe, sa residence, le nombre de Parts 
Sociales detenues par lui, les montants liberes sur chacune des Parts Sociales, le 
transfert de Parts Sociales et les dates de tels transferts. 

Article 10. Trans fert des parts sociales 

10.1. Entre vifs 

Lorsque la Societe ne compte qu’un seul associe, celui-ci peut librement ceder ses 
Parts Sociales. 

Lorsque la Societe compte plusieurs associes, ceux-ci ne peuvent ceder leurs Parts 
Sociales a des personnes autres que les associes sans l’agrement donne conformement a 
l’article 193 LSC par des associes representant au moins la moitie des parts sociales des 
parts sociales. La meme regie s’applique lorsqu’il s’agit pour ces parts: 

- de constituer un usufruit; ou 

- d’en ceder la nue-propriete ou l’usufruit. 

Le projet de cession est notifie a la Societe. 

Si la Societe a refuse de consentir a la cession, les associes peuvent, dans le delai 
de trois mois a compter de ce refus, acquerir ou faire acquerir les parts sociales a un prix 
fixe dans les conditions prevues au paragraphe (10.3), sauf si le cedant renonce a la 
cession de ses parts. Les frais d’expertise sont a la charge de la Societe. Sur requete du 
gerant unique ou le cas echeant du Conseil de Gerance, ce delai peut etre prolonge par le 
magistrat presidant la chambre du tribunal d’arrondissement siegeant en matiere 
commerciale et coniine en matiere de refere, sans que cette prolongation puisse exceder 
six mois. 

La Societe peut egalement, avec le consentement de l’associe cedant, decider, 
dans le meme delai, de reduire son capital du montant de la valeur nominale des parts de 
cet associe et de racheter ces parts au prix determine dans les conditions prevues au 
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paragraphe (10.3). Un delai de paiement qui ne saurait exceder deux ans peut, sur 
justification, etre accorde a la Societe par decision de justice. Les sommes dues portent 
interet au taux legal en matiere commerciale. 

Si, a 1’ expiration du delai imparti, aucune des solutions prevues aux quatrieme et 
cinquieme alineas ci-dessus n’est intervenue, l’associe peut realiser la cession 
initialement prevue. 

10.2. Pour cause de mart 

Les parts sociales ne peuvent etre transmises en pleine ou en nue-propriete pour 
cause de mort a des personnes autres que les associes sans l’agrement des associes 
representant au moins la moitie des parts sociales des parts sociales appartenant aux 
survivants. 

L’agrement n’est pas requis lorsque les parts sont transmises, soit a des heritiers 
reservataires, soit au conjoint ou partenaire survivant, soit aux autres heritiers legaux. 

Les heritiers ou les bcncficiaires d'institutions testamentaires ou contractuelles qui 
n'ont pas ete agrees et qui n'ont pas trouve un cessionnaire reunissant les conditions 
requises, peuvent provoquer la dissolution anticipee de la Societe, trois mois apres une 
mise en demeure signifiee aux gerants par exploit d’huissier et noli lice aux associes par 
pli recommande a la poste. 

Toutefois, pendant ledit delai de trois mois, les parts sociales du defiant peuvent 
etre acquises, soit par les associes, sous reserve de la prescription de la demiere phrase 
de l'article 199 LSC, soit par un tiers agree par eux, soit par la Societe elle-meme. 

Le prix de rachat des parts sociales se calcule sur la base du bilan moyen des trois 
dernieres annees et, si la Societe ne compte pas trois exercices, sur la base du bilan de la 
derniere ou de ceux des deux dernieres annees. 

S’il n’a pas ete distribue de benefice, ou s’il n’intervient pas d'accord sur 
l'application des bases de rachat indiquees par l'alinca precedent, le prix sera fixe, en cas 
de disaccord, par les tribunaux. 

L'exercice afferent aux parts sociales du defunt est suspendu jusqu’a ce que le 
transfert de ces droits soit opposable a la Societe. 

10.3. Pour les besoins de Particle 10.1. paragraphes 4 et 5 ci-dessus, le prix de 
transfert ou de rachat sera determine de bonne foi par le College de Gerance a la juste 
valeur marchande des actions au jour de la notification de la cession. En cas de 
disaccord des parties quant au prix de cession, celui-ci est determine par le magistrat 
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presidant la chambre du tribunal d’arrondissement siegeant en matiere commerciale et 
comme en matiere de refere. La valeur des parts est fixee au jour de la notification de la 
cession en cas de cession entre vifs et au jour du deces en cas de transmission pour 
cause de mort. 

Article 11. Incapacity, insolvabilite ou faillite des Associe(s) 

La Societe ne sera pas dissoute par suite du deces, de la suspension des droits 
civils, de 1’ insolvabilite ou de la faillite de l’associe unique ou d’un des associes. 

Article 12. Gerance 

La Societe est geree par un ou plusieurs gerants qui n'ont pas besoin d'etre 
associes, salaries ou gratuits. 

Les gerant(s) seront nommes par les associe(s), qui determineront leur nombre et 
la duree de leur mandat, respectivement ils peuvent etre renommes et peuvent etre 
revoques a tout moment, avec ou sans motif, par une resolution des associe(s). 

Les associe(s) pourront qualifier les gerants de Gerant de categorie A et de Gerant 
de categorie B. Dans un tel cas, le College de Gerance se compose d'un ou plusieurs 
gerants de classe A et/ou d’un ou plusieurs gerants de classe B a condition qu’au moins 
cinquante pour cent (50%) du nombre de membres de College de Gerance soient 
residents au Grand-Duche de Luxembourg ou aient leur siege social au Grand-Duche de 
Luxembourg. 

Les gerants de classe B doivent etre residents du Grand-Duche de Luxembourg ou 
avoir leur adresse professionnelle / siege social au Grand-Duche de Luxembourg. 

Si plusieurs gerants sont nommes, ils formeront un college de gerance (“le College 
de Gerance"). 

Article 13. Pouvoir des gerant(s) 

Le gerant unique ou le cas echeant les membres du College de Gerance sont 
investis des pouvoirs les plus etendus pour accomplir tous les actes necessaires ou utiles 
a la realisation de l'objet social de la Societe. 

Tous les pouvoirs qui ne sont pas expressement reserves en vertu des Lois ou des 
Statuts au(x) associe(s) relevent de la competence du gerant unique ou le cas echeant du 
College de Gerance. 

Le gerant unique ou le cas echeant le College de Gerance peut deleguer ses 
pouvoirs relatifs a la gestion journaliere des affaires de la Societe et a la representation 
de la Societe pour la conduite de ces affaires, a un ou plusieurs gerants, directeurs, et 
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autres agents, associes ou non, agissant seuls ou conjointement, a telles conditions et 
avec tels pouvoirs que le gerant unique ou le cas echeant le College de Gerance 
determinera. 

Article 14. Representation 

La Societe sera engagee vis-a-vis des tiers par la signature individuelle du gerant 
unique ou par la signature conjointe de deux gerants si plus d'un gerant a ete nomine. 

Toutefois, si les associe(s) ont qualifie les gerants de Gerant de categorie A et 
Gerant de categorie B, la Societe sera engagee vis-a-vis des tiers par la signature 
conjointe d'un Gerant de categorie A et d’un Gerant de categorie B. 

La Societe sera engagee vis-a-vis des tiers, en ce qui concerne la gestion 
journaliere, par la ou les personne(s) a laquelle cette gestion aura ete deleguee meme si 
les actes ainsi accomplies excedent l’objet social, a moins que la Societe ne prouve que 
le tiers savait que l’acte depassait l’objet social ou qu’il ne pouvait l’ignorer, compte 
tenu des circonstances, sans que la seule publication des Statuts suffise a constituer cette 
preuve. 

La Societe sera egalement engagee vis-a-vis des tiers par la signature conjointe ou 
par la signature individuelle de toute personne a qui ce pouvoir de signature aura ete 
delegue par les gerant(s), mais seulement dans les limites de ce pouvoir. 

Article 15. Reunions du College de Gerance 

Dans le cas ou un College de Gerance est forme, le college peut nommer parmi ses 
membres un president et un secretaire qui n’a pas besoin d'etre lui-meme gerant 
responsable de la tenue des proces-verbaux du College de Gerance. 

Le College de Gerance se reunira sur convocation du president ou de deux (2) de 
ses membres, au lieu et date indiques dans la convocation. 

Si tous les membres du College de Gerance sont presents ou represents a une 
reunion et s’ils declarent avoir ete dument informes de l’ordre du jour de la reunion, 
celle-ci peut se tenir sans convocation prealable. 

Un gerant peut egalement renoncer a sa convocation a une reunion, soit avant soit 
apres la reunion, par ecrit en original, par fax ou par e-mail. 

Des convocations ecrites separees ne sont pas requises pour les reunions qui sont 
tenues aux lieux et date indiques dans un agenda de reunions adopte a l’avance par le 
College de Gerance. 

Le President presidera toutes les reunions du College de Gerance, mais en son 
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absence le College de Gerance designera un autre membre du College de Gerance 
coniine president pro tempore par un vote a la majorite des gerants presents ou 
representes a cette reunion. 

Tout gerant peut se faire representer aux reunions du College de Gerance en 
designant par un ecrit, transmis par tout moyen de communication permettant la 
transmission d'un texte ecrit, un autre gerant coniine son mandataire. 

Tout membre du College de Gerance peut representer un ou plusieurs autres 
membres du College de Gerance. 

Un ou plusieurs gerants peuvent prendre part a une reunion par visioconference ou 
tout autre moyen de telecommunication similaire permettant leur identification et 
garantissant une participation effective a la reunion du College dont les deliberations 
sont retransmises de fa 9 on continue. 

Une telle participation sera consideree equivalente a une presence physique a la 
reunion. 

Cette reunion tenue par de tels moyens de communication a distance sera reputee 
s’etre deroulee au siege de la Societe. 

En outre, une decision ecrite, signee par tous les Gerants, est reguliere et valable 
de la meme maniere que si elle avait ete adoptee a une reunion du College de Gerance 
dument convoquee et tenue. Cette decision sera reputee avoir ete prise au siege de la 
Societe. 

Une telle decision pourra etre consignee dans un seul ou plusieurs ecrits separes 
ayant le meme contenu et signe par un ou plusieurs Gerants. 

Le College de Gerance ne pourra valablement deliberer que si au moins la moitie 
(1/2) des gerants en fonction est presente ou representee. 

Toutefois, si les associe(s) ont qualifie les gerants de Gerant de categorie A et 
Gerant de categorie B, le College de Gerance ne pourra valablement deliberer que si au 
moins la moitie (1/2) des Gerants de categorie A et des Gerants de categorie B sont 
presents ou representes. 

Les decisions seront prises a la majorite des voix des gerants presents ou 
representes a cette reunion. 

Article 16. Remuneration et debours 

Sous reserve de l'approbation des associe(s), les gerant(s) peuvent recevoir une 
remuneration pour leur gestion de la Societe et etre rembourses de toutes les depenses 
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qu'ils auront exposees en relation avec la gestion de la Societe ou la poursuite de l’objet 
social de la Societe. 

Article 17. Conflit d’interets 

Si un ou plusieurs gerants a ou pourrait avoir, directement ou indirectement, un 
interet de nature patrimoniale dans une transaction de la Societe oppose a celui de la 
Societe a l’occasion d’une operation relevant du Conseil de Gerance, ce gerant devra en 
aviser les autres gerant(s) et il ne pourra ni prendre part aux deliberations ni emettre un 
vote sur une telle transaction. 

Dans le cas d'un gerant unique, il est seulement fait mention dans un proces-verbal 
des operations intervenues entre la Societe et son gerant ayant un interet oppose a celui 
de la Societe. 

Il est specialement rendu compte, a la premiere assemblee generale, avant tout 
vote sur d’ autres resolutions, des operations dans lesquelles un des gerants aurait eu un 
interet oppose a celui de la Societe. 

Lorsque, en raison d’une opposition d’interets, le nombre de gerants requis 
statutairement en vue de deliberer et de voter sur le point en question n’est pas atteint, le 
College de Gerance peut decider de deferer la decision sur ce point a l’Assemblee 
generale des associes. 

Les delegues a la gestion journaliere sont soumis aux dispositions de cet article 
par analogic. S’il n’existe qu’un seul delegue confronts a une situation d’opposition 
d’interets, la decision devra etre prise par le College de Gerance. 

Les dispositions des alineas qui precedent ne sont pas applicables lorsque (i) 
l'operation en question est conclue a des conditions nonnales et (ii) si elle tombe dans le 
cadre des operations courantes de la Societe. 

Aucun contrat ni autre transaction entre la Societe et d'autres societes ou 
entreprises ne sera affecte ou invalide par le simple fait qu’un ou plusieurs gerants ou 
tout fonde de pouvoir de la Societe y a un interet personnel, ou est gerant, collaborates, 
membre, associe, fonde de pouvoir ou employe d’une telle societe ou entreprise. 

Article 18. Obligation de confidentiality 

Les gerants ainsi que toute personne appelee a assister aux reunions du College de 
Gerance, sont tenus de ne pas divulguer, meme apres la cessation de leurs fonctions, les 
infonnations dont ils disposent sur la Societe et dont la divulgation serait susceptible de 
porter prejudice aux interets de la Societe, a l’exclusion des cas dans lesquels une telle 
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divulgation est exigee ou admise par une disposition legale ou reglementaire applicables 
aux societes a responsabilite limitee ou dans l’interet public. 

Article 19. Responsabilite des gerant(s') / des delegues a la gestion journaliere 

Le gerant unique ou le cas echeant les membres du College de Gerance, les 
delegues a la gestion journaliere ne contractent a raison de leur fonction, aucune 
obligation personnelle relativement aux engagements regulierement pris par eux au nom 
de la Societe. 

Les gerants sont responsables confonnement a l’article 59 LSC. 

La responsabilite des delegues a la gestion journaliere en raison de cette gestion se 
determine confonnement aux regies generales du mandat. 

Article 20. Commissaire(s) aux comptes 

Hormis lorsque, confonnement aux Lois les comptes sociaux doivent etre verifies 
par un reviseur d’entreprises independant, les affaires de la Societe et sa situation 
financiere peuvent etre controles par un ou plusieurs commissaires aux comptes qui 
n’ont pas besoin d'etre eux-memes associe(s). 

Les reviseur(s) d’entreprises independant(s) et les commissaire(s) aux comptes 
seront (s’il y en existe), nommes par les associe(s) qui determineront leur nombre et la 
duree de leur mandat, respectivement leur mandat peut etre renouvele et ils peuvent etre 
revoques a tout moment, avec ou sans motif, par une resolution des associe(s) sauf dans 
les cas ou le reviseur d’entreprises independant ne peut seulement, par dispositions des 
Lois, etre revoque pour motifs graves. 

Article 21. Associe(s) 

Les associes exercent les pouvoirs qui leur sont devolus par les Lois et les Statuts. 

Si la Societe ne compte qu’un seul associe, celui-ci exerce les pouvoirs 
prementionnes conferes a l’assemblee generale des associes. 

Article 22. Assemblee generate annuelle 

Si la Societe compte plus de soixante (60) associes, l’assemblee generale annuelle 
des associes se tiendra au jour et a l’heure qui seront fixes dans l’avis de convocation au 
siege social de la Societe, ou a tout autre endroit qui sera fixe dans ce meme avis. 

L’assemblee doit etre tenue dans les six mois de la cloture de l’exercice. 

Article 23. Assemblies generales 

Les decisions des associe(s) sont prises en assemblee generale tenue au siege 
social ou a tout autre endroit du Grand-Duche de Luxembourg sur convocation, 
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confonnement aux conditions fixees par les Lois et les Statuts, du gerant unique ou le 
cas echeant du College de Gerance, subsidiairement, des commissaire(s) aux comptes 
(s'il y en existe), ou plus subsidiairement, des associe(s) representant plus de la moitie 
(1/2) du capital social. 

Si tous les associes sont presents ou represents a une assemblee generale et s’ils 
declarent avoir ete dument informes de l'ordre du jour de l'assemblee, celle-ci peut se 
tenir sans convocation prealable. 

Tous les associes sont en droit de participer et de prendre la parole a toute 
assemblee generale. 

Chaque associe a un nombre de voix egal au nombre de parts sociales qu’il 
possede. 

Le gerant unique ou le cas echeant le Conseil de Gerance peut suspendre les droits 
de vote de tout associe qui est en defaut de remplir les obligations lui incombant en 
vertu des Statuts ou de son acte de souscription ou d’ engagement. 

II est permis a tout associe, a titre personnel, de s’ engager a ne pas exercer 
temporairement ou definitivement tout ou partie de ses droits de vote. Une telle 
renonciation lie T associe renongant et s’impose a la Societe des sa notification a cette 
derniere. 

En cas de demembrement du droit de propriete d’une Action, entre nu-proprietaire 
et usufruitier, le droit de vote appartient au nu-proprietaire, sauf pour les decisions 
concernant Taffectation des benefices ou il est reserve a Tusufruitier confonnement a 
Tarticle 1852 bis du Code Civil. 

L’exercice du droit de vote peut faire Tobjet de conventions entre associes. 

Un associe peut designer par ecrit, transmis par tout moyen de communication 
permettant la transmission d'un texte ecrit, un mandataire qui n’a pas besoin d'etre lui- 
meme associe.
